Even though 
you have only one cat do not let this 
worry you. Enter it in the show and by 
doing so you will become part of the 
show ; this will make it all the more inter- 
esting. It was my pleasure to be able to 
go to the show held in Chicago by the 
North Shore Cat Club and I will giv: 
you an account of all that transpired 
from the moment I decided that I would 
like to go. 

I wrote to the secretary of the show 
requesting entry forms. When they ar- 
rived they were filled out as per instruc- 
tions and sent in for approval. Following

this, a reservation was made for a room 
at a hotel for the evening of the first day. 
Very soon after, the confirmations of 
both the entries and the hotel room were 
returned to me. At this time it was nec- 
essary to arrange for transportation to 
and from the show. The railroad was 
contacted and since there was plenty of 
time reservations were easily made. My 
reservation was for a Duplex sleeping 
compartment for the round trip. Having 
the entries, hotel room and traveling ac- 
commodations all arranged assured me of 
a trouble-free trip. It is well to make all 
these arrangements as soon as_ possible 
to prevent any last minute complications. 

Grooming the cats now was the next 
thing of importance. Everything that 
should be done at this time had been taken 
care of; the dead fur was removed and 
daily gentle combing became of prime 
importance. In order to help pass away 
some of the time I decided to make some 
new curtains for the cages. Curtains are 
used to enhance the beauty of the cat in 
its cage at the show. To frame my white 
cats a deep pink rayon taffeta was se- 
lected and the pleasant job was begun. 

Two days before the show the cats 
were given their final bath and groom- 
ing. The cats, my family and myself were 
now as excited as could be for the hour 
of departure was rapidly approaching. 
Finally the day I had been waiting for 
arrived. Suitcases, carriers, etc. were all 
in order and we proceeded to the station. 
The porters at the station know me well 
by now and they handle the cats with 
careful attention. They were placed side 
by side on a cart and wheeled through 
the main part of the station. My carriers 
are of the C-Vue type as made by Felix. 
The crystal clear plastic and sparkling 
chrome set off the beauty of the cats and 
the nice comments by the people, in pass- 
ing, are always a pleasure to hear. Of 
course the porters help too by telling the 
folk that these are show cats on their 
way to a big show. This is one of the 
many enjoyable moments of going to a 
show. Once on the train, everything was 
done for my comfort and the cats and I 
settled down for a night of undisturbed 
slumber. Morning quickly came and again 
we went through the station. Even though 
the folks were in a hurry to go to their 
work, they managed a quick glance at 
all the cats, and of course the cats love 
this attention. Into a taxi we go and are 
quickly taken to the show room. With a 
little help from the driver you take the 
cats inside and are ready for the veteri- 
narian who is there to examine them. 
He pronounces them in good health and 
you are then given permission to be a 
part of the show. 

The real excitement now has its be- 
ginning. I thoroughly clean the cages for 
even though they are cleaned by the 
members of the club it is well to be 
doubly sure. The hustle and bustle ai! 


about you is a beehive of activity. Friends 
pass by with a cheery hello for they too 
have to hurry to get their own cages 
ready for their cats. We put up the cur- 
tains and place the sanitary pan in the 
cage. Take the cats out of the carriers 
and let them into the cage. Give them 
their food and while they are eating stand 
back to survey our work. Here and now 
you gain the satisfaction of all your labors 
for before you is a job well done. While 
we are doing this the clerks and the 
judges of the show are getting everything 
ready and very quickly they announce 
the show is to begin. 

Each kitten and cat has a given class 
and has been assigned a number. The 
clerk will call out the numbers that are 
ready to be judged, usually beginning 
with the kittens. The judge examines each 
and every one thoroughly and arrives at 
a winner in each and every class. The 
winners are announced for each class and 
in turn each class is judged with the 
other classes to arrive at a winner such 
as Best Kitten, Best Novice, Best Cham- 
pion, etc. This all takes time and the 
judges do their best to help the proceed- 
ings along by reaching decisions as quickly 
as possible. No one person works harder 
at the show than a judge and many try- 
ing circumstances can stand in the way 
before the final winner is picked. We 
should all be very thankful that we have 
judges who are willing to take the time, 
effort and criticism that they are called 
upon to endure show after show. 

As the judging progresses the most 
interesting feature of a show is to look 
around you and see the mixed emotions 
displayed by those having entries being 
judged. Some may try to hide their emo- 
tions but try as they might one can see 
registered on their faces joy, pathos, and 
all other emotional forms. Needless to 
say I too, find myself thrilled with the 
excitement. I recall to mind one person 
who found the thrill of a winner to be of 
the utmost joy. There she sat and as 
each of her cats were being judged, she 
would sway to and fro, wring her hands 
and bite her nails. Then as the judge 
would go back and forth between her cat 
and another, she would sit on the edge of 
the chair oblivious of her surroundings 
caring only about her cats being judged. 
When her cat was selected as the winner 
unbridled tears of joy streamed her 
cheeks. All she could say was, ‘Oh, Oh,’ 
over and over again. She couldn’t find 
the words to express her joy at winning. 
It was a real pleasure to see one who 
loved her cats so much and took so keen 
an interest in working towards a winner. 

During the lulls in the judging many 
friends get together and talk over all the 
happenings of the past summer. This is 
when you can learn many things of value 
to you. Personally I like to talk over all

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OUR CRAZYLEGS

Almost daily one reads glaring head- 
lines of heartless hit-skip drivers; I'd 
like to pay tribute to anonymous some- 
ones who did stop, though at the time 
their headlights shone for so long into 
our bedroom window I neither appreciated 
nor understood. 

My story really has its beginning last 
Christmas when my two sons (the older 
one the Korean soldier now safely home 
once more, the other a 15-year-old) and 
[ faced holidays with the head of the 
house on a Fulbright lectureship in Den- 
mark. The boys wanted just one thing for 
Christmas: Some loving little pet to 
brighten lonely days. Their selection of a 
Tortoiseshell Persian kitten is a story in 
itself, with its owner lowering her price 
to a point where the boys could afford a 
pedigreed kitten. 

Despite her aristoCAT lineage our kit 
ten bore only the name of Crazylegs, so 
christened by our teen-ager because she 
looked a bit like a Dali creation with 
daubs of all the leftover paint thrown at 
her, and her legs were craziest of all! She 
brought sheer delight to our home and 
holidays, and no cat ever had more nurs- 
ery equipment, even to a cage on wheels 
and a beautifully carved bed which she 
disdained for the hard floor! She enlivened 
our domicile as only a kitten can. 

Just five weeks ago we moved to this 
new home with half an acre of ground, 
and our cat, who had almost never been 
outside learned the thrill of the wide open 
spaces: Crickets, grasshoppers, spiders— 
such fun she had chasing them, and still 
more did she love the soft grass in which 
to roll over and over. We initiated her 
gradually, first a leash and constant 
watching, but soon she graduated to un- 
chaperoned pilgrimages and at last she 
spent much of her time outside. We never 
went to bed without making sure that she 
was Safely inside; her tinkly belled collar 
advised us that all was well with her. 

Friday night when we went to call her 
(she had just been out a short while after 
having royally entertained us as_ she 
sparred at moths and bugs which had 
congregated outside our big picture win- 
dow!) she did not come. At last we spied 
her atop the storage room roof of the car 
port, some seven or eight feet high. Her 
beautiful orange eyes shone down at us 
like bright flash lights but it took much 
persuasion before we enticed her down 
and then she coyly ran to us only to again 
dash off into the shrubs. I suggested to 
my son that we allow her to remain out- 
side as she would be so much more com- 
fortable there where it was cool and 
beautiful. 

About an hour later lights from an auto 
across the road on Derby shone into our 
bedroom window. I decided it must be our 
son returning from a dance so I got up to 
look out the window. Some one walked 
over to our yard and stood there; I de- 


cided at last it could not be Jimmy but 
I watched a bit uneasily until the car 
finally drove awa. 

Yesterday morning everyone asked 
about Crazylegs and I had to tell them 
that I had not seen her but that she 
surely would soon appear. We called and 
looked about for awhile but then the boys 
had to go shopping and my husband went 
to work in the basement while I turned 
to the dishes. As I looked out our front 
window I thought that I had never seen 
THAT bump on our lawn before—and 
my heart stood still. I went to investigate 
and then I understood the stopped auto, 
the some one who had stood in our yard 

-their staying so long—and I called for 
my husband to come. 

We'll never know who hit her, but 
should they see this (we know it was 
they for I heard voices) may I thank 
them for bringing her into our yard where 
she would not be hit again, thank them, 
too, for waiting awhile, thank them for 
proving that people still do have a regard 
for life—even though it be just a kitten. 

Her death taught me several things: 
One is that freedom without safe-guards 
may be a very dangerous thing. It taught 
me also that though war does toughen 
one, tenderness may still remain beneath 
the surface as witnessed by our sergeant’s 
deep grief over his pet’s death, though he 
had seen death on many a battlefield. 

It showed me that for every juvenile 
delinquent who makes the front page there 
may be another who cannot allow his pet 
to remain in an unmarked grave, and who 
while hewing out a rough cross for a 
marker consoles his mother by saying that 
Crazylegs had more happiness in her five 
weeks here than in her eight months of 
restricted life. 

I thought that though educators some- 
times baffle us still a professor will go 
deep into an orchard to make a little 
grave rather than just quickly digging a 
roadside hole—well—I have mused far too 
long already ! 

She was only a romping kitten, and the 
night was dark and no one save the person 
who hit her would ever know, but may I 
once again thank the persons who did 
stop their car . . . though it was for only 
a little kitten who had not learned the 
dangers that lurk on highways. 

I only wish that I had realized better 
that freedom can be dangerous unless 
protected—had I done that, the rest of 
this story would have been unnecessary.

I should like to know if altering a male cat has a tendency 
to cause kidney stones. I lost a beautiful four-year-old part 
Persian last year and the doctor said it was his diet, but he 
also said he was the fourth neuter in three days with stones. 
Could it be the altering?

Altering a cat should have no effect on the formation of 
kidney stones. However, if the trouble was due to small stones 
obstructing the urinary passage, altering seems to favor this 
condition, although it is observed in cats that are not altered, too. 


I have two cats that seem perfectly well with the exception 
of twitching from the middle of their back down, and jerking of 
the tail. They run when so affected and bite at their backs. Our 
doctor does not know the trouble. We’ve had them examined for 
worms but it was negative. Thank you for any advice you can 
give.

I would suggest, if you are not already doing it, adding B 
complex vitamins to the fodtm] Many ‘nervous’ difficulties such as 


this will be helped by B complex. I have no explanation of why 
they do it. 


We have a nine-year-old spayed Persian. Approximately 
four years ago blood appeared in the urine and a veterinarian 
said there was no cure—to put her to sleep. Instead, we brought 
her home and in a few days the bleeding stopped. Periodically 
thereafter she has had blood in the urine. Another vet gave us 
capsules to control the bleeding but said the cause and cure were 
unknown. In the last year, the blood appears more often and is 
more prolonged. Otherwise, she is in good health, eats well and 
plays like a kitten. What is known about this condition? I would 
appreciate any information you have.

Blood in the urine can be a sign occurring with several con- 
ditions of the kidneys or of the bladder. From your description 
I would think that there is a chronic breakdown of the tissues 
in one of these two places. A drug similar to vitamin K may 
help to reduce the incidence of bleeding—and vitamin A will 
help to promote a strong healthy lining of cells along the uri- 
nary tract.

Say You Saw It 
In CATS Magazine 
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FELINE ENTERITIS 


(Ten years ago and now) 


By Mrs. Joseph Marshall 


In 1945, when my husband and I ac- 
quired our first pedigreed cat, namely; 
Cobina Wright, Jr., a Seal Point Siamese, 
we had never heard of the word: Gastro- 
Enteritis . however, we soon learned 
what it was. When Cobina’s first litter of 
kittens was ten months old, we noticed, 
about four in the afternoon when we 
went to feed them that something was 
wrong. They sat huddled and disinterested 
in their food but hovered over the water 
dish all the time, with eyes closed. They 
had never been outside the house so we 
could not imagine what was wrong with 
them. I called the veterinarian but he told 
us there was nothing he could do for 
them, that usually the disease was fatal 
almost 100%, and in some cases death 
could come in six hours after the patient 
became ill. I brought all four of the sick 
cats in the house by the fire and sat up 
most of the night taking care of them and 
trying to coax the life to remain in them. 
They did not have any diarrhea, nor any 


signs of colds, but in 24 hours they were 


all dead! 

Our mother cat had a male and female 
kitten about three months old at the time 
and we kept them in the house. The vet 
came and vaccinated them and they did 
not become at all ill since they had not 
been exposed to the older cats. I still have 
the female of that litter, who is now nine 
years old, and just had a lovely litter of 
five babies this spring. 

The following year we had another 
siege of enteritis in the kittens of Cobina 
and her daughter. We again went to our 
vet who told us “there’s not a thing you 
can do but pray and cry !”—My husband, 
however, does not easily give up and he 
went to another vet that he used with 
his cattle. This vet told him there was 
something you could do and gave my 
husband a 60 cc bottle of serum and told 
him to give each cat 10 cc of the serum 
daily. My husband asked him if he didn’t 
mean 2 cc to each cat and he said, “No, | 
mean 10 cc each, every day”. Some of the 
kittens were very ill and lay like they 
were asleep, but we kept them warm with 
electric lights and my husband started 
giving them the serum, 10 cc daily. They 
started to improve the second day and we 
saved every one of them! Gradually they 
regained their strength and we kept them 
alive by feeding milk and soft foods by 
spoon until they had recovered enough to 
eat again. After this experience we learned 
to vaccinate as soon as the kittens were 
old enough. Some veterinarians do not 
think much of the serum—and it’s only 
effective for about three weeks—but in 
our case it saved their lives. Our vet 
now says that serum is no more effective 
than a shot of penicillin or streptomycin. 

One person I know told me about giv- 
ing enteritis vaccine to her mother cat 


who was nursing kittens and it caused 
the mother and the kittens to have a 
severe case of diarrhea. I have found, 
from my own experience, that in some 
cases young kittens may have ill effects 
from the shots, soon after receiving them, 
almost like the disease itself. In this case 
the kitten may have been already exposed 
to the disease by some person who came 
to see your kittens, and after poking her 
finger into your cage to pet your own 
kitten, says, sadly—'We just lost our 
little kitty two days ago from enteritis!’ 
—(The urge to kill). . . . Sometimes one 
or two of the litter may show these symp- 
toms while others may not. 

I know some vets do not approve of 
vaccinating kittens until after they are 
three months old, preferring to use the 
serum earlier. I have learned that kittens 
can be vaccinated very early. At six 
weeks they can have a shot of vaccine, 
as much as 2 cc without any ill effects. 
I have even given a 1 cc shot to a kitten 
three weeks old. I believe a three-month- 
old kitten can take a permanent shot, 2 cc 
and in ten days another 2 cc. However, 
I believe all cats should have a booster 
shot every winter and especially if you 
attend any shows. I usually vaccinate my 
cats in September and January until they 
are about three years old. I did this on 
the advice of my vet who thinks this is a 
more successful treatment than the per- 
manent shot most vets approve. I do know 
that I lost a Blue Point male who had the 
permanent shot at 11 months and three 
booster shots also. I have not lost a cat 
from enteritis since that time. So, to pro- 
tect your cats, do give them a_ booster 
shot each winter. 

The symptoms of Enteritis are, as most 
experienced fanciers know, easily recog- 
nized. The cat sits huddled, becomes very 
light in body weight, refuses to eat and 
sits over the water dish constantly. Some- 
times—but not always—there is a severe 
diarrhea and if there is no kelp for the 
animal she will die. If a cat has never

The weather being what it is, now 
seems a good time to tell you of the fam- 
ily of cats which lives in cold storage in 
the heart of a Brooklyn, N. Y., whole- 
sale meat district. Matriarch of the fam- 
ily is Mrs. Hitler, who was brought in 
six years ago to keep the rats and mice 
away from the packages of beef, veal and 
lamb. Mrs. Hitler shares her 41-degree, 
120-foot home at the Allen Nevins Deal- 
ers, 173 Fort Greene Place, with her 
daughter Maria and her son Blackie. At 
the time of writing, there were two new 
thick-coated white and black additions, 
Nip and Tuck. The cats seem happy in 
their year-round winter clime; reports 
are that when invited to come out to 
warmer weather, they retreat behind the 
low-hung sausages. There is a thick cov- 
ering of sawdust on the floor, and meals 
are served almost hourly, beginning at 
four in the morning with the arrival of 
Max, the beef cutter. 

A spectacular rescue by a cat is one 
of four stories we’ve heard so far coming 
out of the flooded areas this fall. Three 
men who spent 45 minutes clinging to 
their capsized boat in the Mississippi 
River near McGregor, Iowa, owe their 
lives to Katinka, a cat. The men—Wil- 
liam Houek, W. C. Dostal, and Ernest 
Kovak—clung to their boat, drifting 
nearly a mile in the wind-tossed river 
while their cries for help went unnoticed. 
They were not heard because their neigh- 
bors, Mr. and Mrs. M. G. Chatman, were 
all inside with the radio blasting. Mrs. 
Chatman, however, happened to see Ka- 
tinka, who usually sleeps soundly all day, 
running alongside the river bank, wide 
awake and acting strangely. She walked 
down to the cat’s side and then noticed 
the men in the middle of the river. Im- 
mediately she summoned her husband and 
two visitors who went to the rescue in a 
motor boat. Although hospitalization was 
required, all recovered in the next two 
days. 

Doris Hobbs, well-known cat judge, 
was in New Haven for the show at the 
Hotel Garde when the flood hit the same 
evening. Next morning, Miss Hobbs, try- 
ing to get a train back to Stamford found 
a prize kitten in the window of the rail- 
road station. She feared the kitten was 
the victim somehow of the storm, and 
took it with her to Stamford where at 
last reports it was still awaiting reunion 
with its owner. 

Also, from Connecticut comes the story 
of Toby, pet of Mr. & Mrs. John Ocain, 
Sr., of Torrington. Before the flood, Toby 
had leaped on rocks over the Naugatuck 
River to a woods on the other side. The 
rains came, the river rose alarmingly and 
stranded Toby on the other side. His 
family finally located Toby, but the river 
was too high for people or cats to cross. 
The Ocains wrapped an open can of cat 
food in newspaper, tied a rope around it, 
whirled it around and slung it over the 
river to Toby. The cat smelled the food, 
clawed away the paper, and ate. This 
went on for several days until at last the 
waters receded enough for Toby to get 
back home. 

The last story concerns Floody, a vic- 
tim of the floods in New Jersey. The 
night the flood came to Stockton, N. J., 
Mrs. Charles Wilson, whose husband is 


chairman of Civil Defense there, was 
standing at the bottom of Church Street 
hill watching the water come up to her 
house across the street. Out of the dark- 
ness appeared a small black-and-white 
form, which was to shadow her the rest 
of the night. The cat, later christened 
Floody, didn’t go away once the crisis 
was over, but rested in a Morris chair 
at Red Cross headquarters, went twice to 
mass down at the Catholic church, played 
with some children, and at last, came 
back to the Wilson’s. At present, he is 
living with them, sharing their home with 
a spaniel who arrived first. Mrs. Wilson 
after research discovered Floody was the 
same cat who had been seen earlier the 
evening of the flood by Tony Stefanelli. 
The cat was jumping from one piece of 
debris to another on the flooded street 
in a frantic effort to keep dry. Stefanelli 
felt sorry for him, put him in his car and 
took him up to Stockton hill, where it 
was an easy walk over to Church Street 
and down to the bottom of the hill where 
Mrs. Wilson stood watching the waters 
of the advancing Delaware. Mrs. Wilson 
would like to keep Floody, but living as 
she does on a busy street and already 
possessing a dog, would prefer to find 
Floody’s original owners, if possible. The 
cat has been a loved pet, judging from the 
sweet picture we saw of him (or her) in 
the Flemington, N. J. Democrat. 

Must be that the pet of Mrs. June 
Stewart, operator of an apartment hotel 
in the Imperial Valley region of Califor- 
nia heard of the kindness extended East- 
ern felines during the floods. He returned 
the favor by rescuing one of his traditional 
enemies, a parakeet. Mrs. Stewart saw 
him dragging a branch into the yard, 
a green budgie perched precariously 
thereon. The bird had not been harmed. 
He is a banded male and is awaiting iden- 
tification at the home of a neighbor, Mrs 
Willian C. Snow, who had a cage ready 
for her own parakeet, left behind tempo- 
rarily in Oregon. 

California again made the news with a 
full-color spread in the New York Herald 
Tribune of a recent Southern California 
Ocelot Club meeting. A beautiful, howl- 
ing ocelot in one close-up perched on the 
shoulders of a pearl-bedecked blonde; in 
another photo in color all the ocelots, 
most leashed or collared, are sitting 
around a swimming pool with their own- 
ers; in another shot, one ocelot is attack- 
ing simultaneously five ice cream cones. 
A lovely pictorial story of the kind of 
club activities we hope will catch fire 
back in our stodgy East. Did you know 
California also has in operation the first 
Pet Health Plan in the United States? 
It includes medical and surgical care, 
with a 25 per cent discount on de-fleaing 
and ear-cropping, and a 50 per cent cut 
on vaccinations. 

Any Easterner will tell you of the diffi- 
culty in keeping up with the Western 
half of the country, including as it does 
such states as California and Texas; but 
at least in the medical department, the 
East is making a valiant effort. Dr. Rob- 
ert J. Cyrog of Chicago (almost East, 
these days) has recommended feeding 
blue cheese to elderly cats. ‘When a cat 
loses his stalking interests, it’s usually 
because old age has hit him right in the 
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stomach . a cat is something like a 
human being—he’s as old as his stomach 
feels,’ reports Dr. Cyrog. The doctor 
blamed bacteriological disorders in the 
stomach for the decline of some older 
cats. ‘Blue cheese corrects these common 
disorders,’ says Dr. Cyrog. 

Charles E. Tracewell, writing in the 
Washington, D. C., Star says if you come 
in some day to find your pet starting to 
turn in circles, always one way, going 
round and round, in a most disconcerting 
manner, and if you have a freshly waxed 
or otherwise very slippery floor, you may 
be fairly certain your playful cat has 
skidded into a step, wall or possibly re- 
frigerator. The treatment is to confine 
the dazed one to a dark carrying case or 
small cardboard box, just large enough 
to hold him comfortably. Place it in a 
quiet room for about an hour. This was 
the treatment given (accidentally) to a 
cat of Tracewell’s acquaintance. The cat 
was cured by the time he reached the 
veterinarian, who diagnosed his trouble 
as bumpage of the head. 

When Fred Wentland returned to To- 
ledo from his business trip in Detroit at 
his heels as he walked in the door was a 
big black cat with bells on. “Well,” said 
wife Jane, “now I’ve seen everything.” 
Hubby tried to explain that he knew noth- 
ing about the cat. A long-distance call to 
the Detroit home of the Martin Gibbons, 
where Wentland had stopped for dinner, 
revealed the cat was Sam, pet of neigh- 
bors. Sam spent ten days in Toledo before 
getting a ride back home, and during 
that interval, his owners received a post- 
card from a pal vacationing in Hawaii. It 
read in entirety: ‘How’s Sam?’ Sam’s 
owners, Tony and Betty Joen, 16732 Rose- 
mont Boulevard, couldn’t resist sending 
back the terse cable: ‘He’s in Toledo.’ 

James J. Kimball, chief building in- 
spector for the District of Columbia, of- 
fered $250 for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of the hit-and-run 
slayer of the Kimball’s beloved cat, 
Spatty. Kimball found eight - year - old 
Spatty lying with his head crushed near 
the curb at Branch Ave. and T Street 
SE, no skid marks near to show the driver 
had even attempted to stop. Later, a sailor 
who ‘wanted to find a good home for it’ 
presented the Kimballs with a black-and- 
white kitten similar in markings to Spatty. 

Cat-lovers, we don’t all have to go to 
the extremes of the 50-year-old man who 
was observed in Washington, D. C., walk- 
ing a picket-like beat while carrying a 
caged cat. He told police who questioned 
him that the cat was the last of his re- 
maining relatives. This poor fellow was 
taken to a hospital for observation, but 
still his attitude does make sense, doesn’t 
it? The man doubtless felt closer to the 
cat than he did to his real relatives. And 
are there any of us who don’t sometimes 
wish we could trade a relative or two for 
a cat? Hardly; cats don’t disappoint us, 
and cats have no capacity for unkindness. 
Cats whom we have worshipped from afar 
have never turned out upon closer ap- 
proach to be rude, shallow, prosaic, and 
perhaps even unadventuresome. That last, 
the quality of so many humans which is 
so foreign to cats, is, like water to a 
feline, something to be shaken from the 
paws with dispatch. Let’s resolve to equal 
cats in adventuresome spirit in ’56. See 
what can be accomplished by us!—A. M.

been vaccinated—and even if she has—and 
becomes ill with any of the enteritis symp- 
toms; shots of streptomycin and penicillin 
with the aureomycin capsules will cer- 
tainly help her and may save her life if 
started in time. Always know a good vet- 
erinarian you can call or take your cat 
to—if there is none available at the time 
give your cat the medicine yourself until 
you can get hold of a vet. 

Cats also have colds in the head, similar 
to distemper in dogs, and the feline en- 
teritis vaccine will control this disease, 
also. This is a very uncomfortable illness 
for the cat, the eyes become red and in- 
flamed and swell shut; and both the eyes 
and nose have a thick discharge. The ani- 
mal is very miserable but continues to eat 
regular meals. I find that shots of strep- 
and penicillin will work like magic on this 
illness; and with good care the cat grad- 
ually improves, and in most cases with no 
deaths. All these medicines should be 
given under the instructions of your vet- 
erinarian. 

Gastro-Enteritis means inflamation of 
the stomach and intestines. It need not 
spell disaster for you as it did for us. A 
good veterinarian—the miracle of medi- 
cine—and lots of care, will, in most in- 
stances, save the life of your beloved pet.
